Neither class should strive to unfairly take whai it can out ol 
the other. There is no 'place in the^world where Ihe ' squaie 
deal" is more strictly in order than between employers and 
those who work for them. While it is to be believed that a 
majority of employers and workmen are disposed to deal 
fairly by each other, there are too many on both sides of the 
line who believe that "a penny, saved is a penny earned, it it 
is only saved out of what should have gone to the other fellow. 


There is no better motto: than "a fair day's work for a tan 


day's pay."
